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FOREWORD 


Tue “statistics” of Illinois libraries are again presented in the hope that libra- 
rians and trustees will study the work being done and the challenge presented 
to provide adequate library service to every resident in Illinois. 

If the local library is so small that “good service” just doesn’t seem to be 
possible, cooperation with neighboring libraries will make possible library ma- 
terials and services that could not be undertaken by an individual small com- 
munity. 

Statistics cannot be compared because of intangibles which are not to be 
measured. Furthermore, interpretations of certain questions on the report blank 
cause wide differences in the answers given. This is true in the problem of 
registration and population served. Volumes kept on the shelves when they 
have outdated their usefulness cannot be compared to volumes which circulate. 

Several localities which are levying a library tax, according to the figures 
on the county abstracts filed with the Illinois Department of Revenue, are at 
the present time not providing library service to their communities but are in- 
cluded in the listings in this publication. 

Since the completed figures of the census of population for Illinois com- 
munities is not ready for publication, it seemed advisable to use the population 
figures given for counties which are the 1950 pre-publication figures, thus, the 
format of the tables for each Region has been changed to emphasize the county 
unit and the type of library service in each county within a Region. 

We are again printing the paragraph in the Statutes concerning libraries 
relative to “Making and filing of annual reports.” It is gratifying that this 
year almost every library was prompt in sending in their report so it could be 
included in the tables for the county and region. 

A. L. A., “Standards” for library service are ever held high. We have a 
page emphasizing particularly our position with reference to promoting a high 
calibre of library service in this State. 

A discussion of several demonstrations of the “larger unit of library service” 
is given instead of the customary circulation figures and population served by 
these special projects. 

As the Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund is a most interesting subject to 
all librarians now, we have tried to sketch the essentials of the requirements. 

The list of School and College libraries which includes the names of li- 
brarians in the roster of school personnel for the year 1949-50, is given in the 
Illinois School Directory, Supplement for 1950, which may be obtained from the 
Office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, Springfield. 

In this issue of ILLINOIS LIBRARIES we have attempted to give a clear and 
accurate picture of library service in Illinois and hope that you will let us know 
to what extent you are using these “statistics.”” Constructive criticism and sug- 
gestions for revision are always appreciated. 

It is the sincere desire of the Illinois State Library to serve you as best 
we can.

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MAKING AND FILING OF ANNUAL REPORTS* 


REPORT OF DiRECTORS—‘“Within fifteen days after the expiration 
of each fiscal year of the city, incorporated town, township or village, 
the board of directors shall make a report of the condition of their 
trust on the last day of the fiscal year, to the city council, board of 
town auditors or board of trustees, as the case may be. This report 
shall be made in writing and shall be verified under oath by the sec- 
retary, or some other responsible officer of the board of directors. It 
shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various sums of money 
received from the library fund and from other sources; (b) an 
itemized statement of the objects and purposes for which those sums 
of money have been expended; (c) a statement of the number of 
books and periodicals available for use, and the number and charac- 
ter thereof circulated; (d) a statement of the real and personal prop- 
erty acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise; (e) a 
statement of the character of any extensions of library service which 
have been undertaken; (f) a statement of the financial requirement 
of the library for the ensuing fiscal year, and of the amount of money 
in the judgment of the board of directors it will be necessary to levy 
for library purposes in the next annual ordinance; and (g) any other 
statistics, information and suggestions that may be of interest. A 
report shall also be filed, at the same time, with the Illinois State 
Library.” (As amended by an Act approved June 24, 1943.)

I. BASIC OBJECTIVES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY SERVICE.* 


The library should provide for the citizens of its community the op- 
portunity: 

1. To educate themselves continuously 

2. To keep abreast of progress in all fields of knowledge 

3. To maintain the precious heritage of freedom of expression and 
constructively critical attitude toward all public issues 

4. To improve themselves for efficient activity in useful occupations 
and practical affairs 

5. To improve their ability to participate usefully in activities in 
which they are involved as citizens of the United States and of 
the world 

6. To improve their capacity for appreciation and production in cul- 
tural fields 

7. To aid in the advancement of knowledge 

8. To make such use of leisure time as will promote personal hap- 
piness and social well-being 


II. LIBRARY SERVICES TO ACHIEVE THE BASIC OBJECTIVES. 


1. Extension of service to reach all persons in the area through a 
system of branches, mobile units, and other agencies of com- 
munication and transportation 

2. Provision of reference and reading aid 

3. Encouragement of adult education to provide a “college for the 
people.” 

4. Registration for a three-year period of at least 20-40% of the 
adult population over 15 years of age and 35-75% of the popula- 
tion from 5-14 years of age 

5. Circulation of from 3-10 volumes per capita for persons over 15 
years of age and 10-30 volumes per capita for those from 5-14 
years of age 

6. A planned program for service to children and young people 

7. Provision of library service of at least 40 hours of public service 
annually for each 100 persons in the total population 

8. Keeping of adequate records essential to objective evaluation of 
library services 


III. MINIMUM QUANTITATIVE STANDARDS FOR LIBRARIES TO 
PROVIDE LIBRARY SERVICE TO ACHIEVE THE BASIC OB- 
JECTIVES. 


1. Minimum population area for efficient library service—25,000 
2. Minimum income to provide adequate service—$25,000

DEMONSTRATIONS OF THE LARGER UNIT OF 
LIBRARY SERVICE IN ILLINOIS 


With the passage of the Library Demonstration Bill in 1945, the Illinois 
State Library was given the opportunity, in cooperation with local communities, 
to show how a large area can be served by one library organization. 

In each of the six Regions a demonstration unit was set up, at the request 
of local groups, to give service to several counties. In the Chicago area popu- 
lation similar to that of the rest of the units was served, but covering only 
parts of two counties. 

At the opening of the new biennium in July 1947, the units of demonstration 
became a part of the regular activities of the Illinois State Library and in order 
to give a more impressive service in each demonstration the program was con- 
centrated in fewer areas. 

A demonstration unit staff consists of a regional librarian, bookmobile libra- 
rian, bookmobile driver and clerk. A large bookmobile shelving approximately 
4,000 volumes and a station wagon serve to take the books, personnel and other 
library materials to all parts of the area of demonstration. 

An adequate book collection in the region is supplemented by all the re- 
sources of the Illinois State Library. Recordings, viewmasters and pictures are 
a regular service of any demonstration as well as an adequate book collection. 

The service has been given to schools as well as adult stations right from 
the start of these units. Because individual schools do not have library facili- 
ties, the only books many of the children know are those brought by the book- 
mobile service to the schools. 

Adult stations are set up in available stores or offices of interested people. 
The book collections in existing local libraries are liberally supplemented by a 
collection from the headquarters of the demonstration unit. 

During the past year the service was carried on in the west and south sides 
of Cook County with two bookmobile schedules and collections to schools and 
communities supplementing the bookmobile service. The regional librarian 
worked very closely with existing libraries in giving advisory service and sup- 
plementing their materials. This has served to make the libraries more conscious 
of the need for truly adequate service. 

A similar program with one bookmobile was carried on in Kankakee County 
in Region No. 3. To a degree local library service was stimulated. Newly 
formed school districts were made conscious of their responsibility in promoting 
basic library collections in the schools to be supplemented by a public library 
service to children. 
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In Region No. 4 seven townships in Woodford County have now voted a 
library district—a year after the close of a demonstration period there. In 
this area work has been carried on with all the existing local libraries supple- 
menting their materials and giving advisory service. A bookmobile gave service 
to the Marshall County District which has been voted favorably in 1949. 

Union County in the fruit belt of Southern Illinois was the scene of a 
demonstration unit for Region 6. Interest is now spreading to the surrounding 
counties to promote complete coverage of adequate library service. 

In every part of the state localities are concerned to combine their efforts 
in order to give more adequate service. Advisory services are needed to show 
how it can be accomplished. The field is really “White to the harvest,” and as 
Scripture says “The laborers are few.”

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NON-LIBRARY AREAS IN ILLINOIS CAN HAVE 
READING MATERIALS 


Although the “statistics” show that more than one million per- 
sons in Illinois are outside the service area of a local public library, 
those persons are not entirely without some library service. 


Everyone living in Illinois has access to the services of the Illinois 
State Library, by mail request or by a personal visit to the Springfield 
headquarters. Books, recordings, pictures, viewmasters are available. 
Truly this service is not as quick as to visit a local library, but it is 
library service available to everyone, and no further than the mail 
box, in many cases. 


Advisory service to groups interested in developing a library pro- 
gram is also given anywhere in the State, both by mail and a personal 
visit to the locality, or center of interest.
